In  accordance  with  the  provisions  o£  The  Treasury  Department  Act,  I report  that  an  exam- 
ination of  the  accounts  of  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1965  has  been  made  under  my  direction. 

A pre-audit  of  disbursements  and  a post  audit  of  revenue  for  the  year  under  review  has  been 
made.  Cash  on  hand  and  trust  and  other  investment  securities  have  'been  verified  by  inspection. 
Bank  balances  have  been  verified  by  certificates  from  the  depositaries. 

During  the  year  tests  have  been  made  of  the  inventories  of  trading  stocks  and  institutional 
stores  and  an  examination  made  of  the  respective  stock  records.  Reports  thereon  have  been 
submitted  to  the  departments  concerned.  The  year  end  inventories  have  been  verified  by  certificates 
from  responsible  officials. 

All  the  information  and  explanations  required  by  me  have  been  obtained. 


Financial  Position  of  Boards,  Etc. 

The  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Saskatchewan  Government  Telephones,  Saskatchewan  Power 
Corporation,  Liquor  Board,  Crown  Corporations  and  other  independent  boards  are  not  included 
in  the  Statement  of  Assets,  Liabilities  and  Net  Assets.  Any  investments  of  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  Saskatchewan  in  these  enterprises  are  shown  as  Loans  to  and  Investments  in  Crown 
Enterprises,  without  giving  effect  to  the  accumulated  operating  surpluses  or  deficits  of  such  enter- 
prises. Loans  guaranteed  by  the  Government  Finance  Office  pursuant  to  section  33  of  The  Crown 
Corporations  Act  are  not  included  in  the  Statement  of  Contingent  Liabilities  ( Schedule  J ) . 


Sinking  Funds  $7,510,827.95  (Schedule  C) 

Investments  are  shown  at  par  value,  any  discount  or  premium  on  securities  purchased  or  sold 
being  adjusted  in  the  earnings  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

Sinking  Fund  instalments  have  been  met  in  full  to  the  end  of  the  year. 


Funded  Debt  Outstanding  $595,740,359.48  (Schedule  G) 

Those  debentures  outstanding  which  are  payable  in  United  States  funds  are  carried  in  Schedule 
G at  par.  The  respective  sinking  funds  for  these  issues  are,  insofar  as  possible,  invested  in  securities 
payable  in  U.S.  funds.  Any  gain  by  way  of  exchange  on  the  sale  of  these  investments  will  be 
available  to  apply  on  exchange  payable  on  the  redemption  of  the  debentures  mentioned  above. 

Any  exchange  payable  at  redemption  in  excess  of  the  amount  provided  through  the  Sinking 
Fund  will  be  chargeable  to  the  activity  for  which  the  debentures  were  issued-

Education  and  Health  Tax: 

Under  Authority  of  Order  in  Council  2043/53 

O/C  2043/53  Authorized  remission  of  taxes  payable  under  The  Education  and  Hospitaliza- 
tion Tax  Act,  1950,  as  amended  by  The  Education  and  Health  Tax  Act,  1961,  on  mobile 
capital  equipment  employed  by  the  oil  industry  in  oil  exploration  as  follows : 

1.  (a)  The  tax  payable  on  mobile  capital  equipment  brought  into  the  Province 
consisting  of  drilling  rigs  and  service  rigs  such  as  seismic,  cementing,  electrologing,  and 
other  similar  equipment,  and  the  trucks  forming  part  thereof  which  are  permanently 
mounted  with  such  equipment  but  not  including  unmounted  trucks,  passenger  vehicles, 
trailers,  tractors  and  oil  field  production  installations.  The  Provincial  Treasurer  must  be 
satisfied  that  such  equipment  comes  within  this  provision  before  any  remission  can  be 
claimed. 

(b)  The  tax  payable  on  capital  equipment  coming  within  clause  (a)  brought  into 
the  Province  as  a replacement  of  equipment  previously  brought  in  provided  such  replacement 
is  capitalized  in  the  company  records  and  the  Provincial  Treasurer  is  satisfied  that  it  is  a 
proper  capital  charge  and  not  an  expense  item. 

2.  The  tax  paid  subsequent  to  April  1,  1953,  on  capital  equipment  coming  within 
clauses  (a)  and  (b)  where  the  Provincial  Treasurer  is  satisfied  that  such  equipment 
would  have  come  within  clauses  (a)  and  (b).

Auditor’s  Report  — - 


An  examination  of  the  accounting  records  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  pertaining  to  the 
Family  Farm  Advance  Account  has  been  made  under  my  direction  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1965.  The  examination  included  a general  review  of  the  accounting  procedures  and  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence  as  was  considered  necessary  in  the  circum- 
stances. All  the  information  and  explanations  required  by  me  have  been  obtained. 

The  year  end  inventories  have  been  determined  and  certified  as  correct  by  the  Director  of  the 
Family  Farm  Improvement  Branch.  A physical  test  check  has  been  made  of  the  inventories  on 
hand  at  the  Regina  warehouse  as  at  March  31,  1965t  while  detailed  listings  of  physical  inventories 
which  were  supplied  for  some  thirteen  field  and  technicians’  warehouses  by  Branch  Officials 
were  examined  and  checked  as  to  pricing  and  extensions.  Administration  costs  including  the 
salaries  of  field  technicians  and  certain  other  employees  have  not  been  charged  to  the  Advance 
Account  but  have  been  charged  to  an  appropriation  provided  for  that  purpose,  particulars  of  which 
are  shown  in  Public  Accounts. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  remarks,  I report  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  accompanying  Balance 
Sheet  and  Statement  of  Operations  are  properly  drawn  up,  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  so  as  to  show 
a true  and  correct  view  of  the  state  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Family  Farm  Advance  Account 
as  at  March  31,  1965  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  ended  on  that  date,  according 
to  the  best  of  my  information  and  the  explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of 
account.

Auditor’s  Report 

An  examination  of  the  accounting  records  of  the  Warehouse  Advance  Account  has  been  made 
under  my  direction  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1965.  The  examination  included  a general  review 
of  the  accounting  procedures  and  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence 
as  was  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  All  the  information  and  explanations  required 
by  me  have  been  obtained. 

During  the  year  tests  have  been  made  of  the  inventories  of  trading  stocks  and  an  examination 
was  made  of  the  respective  Stock  records  kept  at  the  warehouses.  Reports  regarding  our  findings 
have  been  submitted  to  the  officials  concerned.  The  year  end  inventories  have  been  verified  by 
certificate  from  responsible  officials  of  the  department. 

During  the  year  the  warehouse  at  North  Battleford  was  destroyed  by  fire,  resulting  in  a net 
loss  of  $75,153.54  on  equipment  and  stock  after  taking  into  account  insurance  recovery  of 
$64,671.84  on  power  equipment.  This  net  loss  has  been  charged1  to  the  profit  and  loss  account. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  remarks,  I report  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  accompanying  Balance 
Sheet  and  Statement  of  Plrofit  and  Loss  are  properly  drawn  up,  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  so  as 
to  show  a true  and  correct  view  of  the  state  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Warehouse  Advance 
Account  as  at  March  31,  1965  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  ended  on  that  date, 
according  to  the  best  of  my  information  and  the  explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the 
books  of  account.

Auditor’s  Report 

An  examination  of  the  accounting  records  of  the  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs,  with 
respect  to  the  advance  made  to  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs  for  use  as  a revolving  fund 
for  expenditures  associated  with  the  logging  and  milling  of  spruce  and  poplar  lumber  and  other 
forestry  products  in  the  Green  Lake  and  Canoe  Lake  areas,  has  been  made  under  my  direction 
for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1965.  The  examination  included  a general  review  of  the  accounting 
procedures  and  such  tests  of  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence  as  was  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances.  All  the  information  and  explanations  required  by  me  have  been 
obtained. 

The  inventory  and  accounts  receivable  figures  were  supplied  by  and  certified  to  by  a 
responsible  official  of  the  department.  My  representative  _ was  not  present  at  the  physical  stock 
taking.  The  accounts  receivable  were  calculated  as  that  portion  of  contracts  delivered.  No  provision 
has  been  made  for  uncollectible  accounts.  The  salary  and  travelling  expenses  of  the  manager  are 
not  charged  to  the  operation  of  'the  Revolving  Fund  but  are  paid  from  the  departmental  appropri- 
ation. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  remarks,  I report  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  accompanying  Balance 
Sheet  and  Statements  of  Operations  are  properly  drawn  up,  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  so  as  to  show 
a true  and  correct  view  of  the  state  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Revolving  Fund  of  the 
Department  of  Municipal  Affairs  as  at  March  31,  1965  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the 
year  ended  on  that  date,  according  to  the  best  of  my  information  and  the  explanations  given  to 
me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  account.

Auditor’s  Report 

An  examination  of  the  accounting  records  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Northern 
Housing  and  Development  Advance  Account  has  been  made  under  my  direction  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1965.  The  examination  included  a general  review  of  the  accounting  procedures 
and  such  tests  of  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence  as  was  considered  necessary 
in  the  circumstances.  All  the  information  and  explanations  required  by  me  have  been  obtained. 

The  year-end  inventory  has  been  determined  and  certified  by  Senior  Officials  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Natural  Resources. 


The  procedure  has  been  to  make  loans  to  Housing  Agencies  which  return  the  proceeds  to 
the  Advance  Account  to  be  applied  on  the  Accounts  Receivable.  Subsequent  to  the  year  end  a 
total  of  $53,700.00  has  been  returned  by  the  Agencies  to  apply  on  the  Accounts  Receivable.
